On a recent visit to the Agnes Jamieson Gallery in Minden, Ontario, Be 
I spied a box of wooden nickels by the door. A little sign above the 
box had on it the most favourite two words of every collector, "Take one". 
I immediately translated those two words into MY favourite two words, 
"Help yourself". The wood is pictured 
at right and the following information 
is gleaned from a brochure issued by Leis 
the gallery. fe ‘f 
Dr. Agnes Jamieson graduated from aero 
the University of Toronto Medical School ‘ 
and in 1935 took over a practice in the 
Minden/Haliburton area. She was truly 
a pioneer doctor, having to make calls 
in conditions unheard of today. In 


winter, she travelled to her patients 
by horse drawn cutter, hence the sled shown on the wooden nickel. In 1942 


Dr. Jamieson was named the first woman coroner in the Province of Ontario. 
She left the Minden area in 1956 to practice in other communities in the 
province, returning to Minden to retire in 1972. Dr. Jamieson was very 
interested in art and was herself an accomplished artist. She played a 
prominent role in the establishment of the gallery and for this, her 
fellow workers named the gallery in her honour. Dr. Agnes Jamieson 
passed away on January 15, 1983, at the age of seventy-five.

ae ROBERT M. BROWN JR. REPORTS: Bob sent in an article that appeared in the PWMS 


Knothole News that he wrote. It is self-explanatory. 
We recently had a talk at the Harrisburg Coin Club by the Postmaster of 
the Highspire Post Office about the new mailing system that is now in use. 
After seeing the videotape of the machinery in operation sorting the mail 
it is not hard to see why our woods get broken. The Postmaster advised me 
to bring my mail to the counter and they will hand stamp any mail that I have 
with woods in it. This would probably be a good idea for all of our fellow 
wood collectors to follow. 


Ed. Note: I have had the opportunity of watching the actual machinery used at the 
Calgary Mail Processing Plant in operation. They have more than one computer 
program for the equipment. First when bags of mail are received at the plant they 
are dumped on a conveyor belt and fed into the hopper of one machine. An operator 
picks out the oversized mail. Through a series of readers and belts and lots of "u' 
corners the letters are all stacked facing the same way with the stamp in the upper 
right hand corner. These machines can 'terrorize' woods! Next the key punchers 
record the postal code on the envelopes. Then another machine sorts the envelopes 
to various destination points. Another program is inserted in the sorting machine 
to sort incoming mail for distribution in Calgary. Whether hand-stamping will 
eliminate any breakages I don't know, but it may be worth a try. Perhaps it might 
eliminate one pass through the 'cruncher.'
